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PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS 


BY MELFORD E. ZINSER, D.D.S. 


I am very proud to be the President 
of the Illinois State Dental Society. I 
am honored to officially open this, the 
Eighty-Eighth Annual Convention. For 
myself and your 1952 officers, Wallace 
M. Peters, Vice-president; Paul W. 
Clopper, Secretary; Werner J. Gresens, 
Treasurer; and President-elect James E. 
Mahoney, I welcome you here. 

This nation of ours has gone through 
much during its brief and exciting his- 
tory. The Illinois State Dental Society 
has followed a parallel course. 

The underlying factor behind the 
success of this wonderful nation is the 
Constitution of the United States, 
which guarantees to the individual his 
freedom to live, speak, and worship as 
he chooses. 

How many of us remember when 
we last read the Constitution? It’s 
really worth the reading time. 

Currently in the news is the great 
question of fluoridation of water as a 
preventive against decay of teeth, es- 
pecially in children. This is an old 
story, and there still are many divergent 
viewpoints. However, the Illinois State 
Dental Society now. gives its official 
approval to fluoridation as a means of 
increasing health in. children. 

We have found, according to latest 
reports, a reduction of from 50 to 65 
percent in tooth decay in growing 
children where this plan has been tried. 
Costs are nominal, only a few cents 
per person for any of three approved 
fluorides. 

The Illinois State Dental Society will 
actively campaign now to encourage 
municipalities in Illinois to introduce 
fluoridation in drinking’ water. 

I recommend that members of our 
Society take an active interest in local 
health boards and serve as members 





wherever possible. This is very im- 
portant. 

The Illinois State Dental Society has 
adopted the recommendation of our 
Council on Dental Health and we now 
condemn the sale of candies, gums, and 
sweetened beverages in all schools in 
the State of Illinois and we do favor 
substituting therefor such sugar free 
foods as nuts, potato chips, and milk. 

We claim that the intake into the 
mouth of refined sugars and foods are 
the primary contributing cause of den- 
tal caries. 

Despite the increase in dental health 
education and more universal care of 
our children, the caries rate steadily 
increases. It is injurious to children’s 
teeth to eat candy without brushing 
their teeth. Bits of sugar clinging and 
lodging in the teeth stimulate decay. 

These foods and beverages, which 
are injurious to dental health, should 
be removed immediately from school 
premises. 

One of the most progressive steps 
we have taken in the last year has been 
our detailed cooperation with a new 
organization called the Inter-Profes- 
sional Council, which includes repre- 
sentatives of the many branches of 
medicine, from druggists to surgeons, 
chairmaned by Dr. Wayne Slaughter 
of Chicago. This committee studies 
problems of mutual interest and in- 
tegrates recommendations and actions 
of local, municipal, and state levels. It 
will help in the dissemination of news 
of any proposed or pending legisla- 
tion pertaining to public health or the 
welfare of the health professions to 
the end that the best benefit may be 
achieved. 

Although the stated” purpose of this 
Council is not for political action, yet 
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it will serve as the watchdog on the 
many fronts which affect us. Socialized 
medicine is one good example. 

In order to protect the principle of 
the Constitution, we must, especially 
in these trying days, be alert to any 
drift toward socialism in this country. 

Where would the dentist of tomor- 
row be were all dental services, medi- 
cal too, controlled and directed by a 
Governmental agency? What then 
would be the object and purpose of an 
Illinois State Dental Society? 

Could we then advocate proper leg- 
islation as stated in our Bylaws? Or 
“secure the blessings of liberty ‘to our- 
selves and our posterity” as guaranteed 
in our great American Constitution? 

The very easiest way to lose liberty, 
which includes the right to practice 
under the American System of free en- 
terprise, is to carelessly or lazily take 
the easy road to centralized control. 
We all know, of course, that socialized 
medicine in England has been a 
miserable flop. We must remember that 
these are changing times and a good 
time to remind ourselves that it can 
happen here if we are not very care- 
ful and alert. 

Each and every time we have a 
seeming benefit handed on the silver 
platter, it is well to ask ourselves what 
price we'll pay before we are through 
in loss of independent action. This is 
just a warning. Sometimes such co- 
operation is progressive and necessary. 
But I warn, let us not yield to expedi- 
ency. 

While I am on this theme, I do want 
to encourage every member, in fact 
every true citizen, to make sure that 
he votes in this very important presi- 
dential election. Whether you be a 
Republican, a Democrat, an Independ- 
ent, or a New Dealer, please vote and 
see that your friends and neighbors do 
likewise. 

We must decide whether our politi- 
cal future shall be patterned after the 
new deal or the old system which did 
make America the power she is today. 

The ballot box will tell the world 
just what Americans want for America. 
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We are faced with a very serious and 
immediate problem. We must wage 
more effective opposition to those lab- 
oratories which are now undermining 
our profession. They are in flagrant 
violation of the Dental Practice Act, 
and they must be stopped. 

We are grateful to the personnel of 
the Fifth Army and of the Ninth Naval 
District for their harmonious cooper- 
ation in screening dental manpower. for 
military service. 

Of course, you all understand that 
any decision of the Illinois State Dental 
Society should be supported by each 
and every member. Our committees 
work unselfishly, sincerely, and de- 
votedly to present recommendations 
which they feel to be for the best in- 
terest of our profession. So whether it 
be fluoridation of water, socialized 
medicine, or anything else, we must 
support that decision. 

This administration has been in of- 
fice less than six months, although be- 
lieve:me it seems like years. All commit- 
tees have reports of their work which 
will either be presented at this conven- 
tion or in our official publication. Your 
President is not going to take your time 
for details on these reports. 

Our . organization is represented 
through many, many committees, and 
these committees are always eager to 
accept suggestions from members. Any 
member who gripes about something 
concerning the organization without 
first presenting that gripe to the proper 
committee, isn’t being too fair. We do 
want a lot of members to do a lot of 
griping, but to committees, because in 
this way we will help to keep our com- 
mittees alerted to the wishes of the 
membership. 

A lot of hard work goes into the 
planning and presenting of a conven- 
tion. So that you may know the men 
to whom we are thankful for their 
services as members of the Illinois State 
Dental Society, I want you to meet 
them.

MINUTES OF THE EXECUTIVE COUNCIL 


JANUARY 11-12, 1952 


The first session of the 1952 Execu- 
tive Council was called to order by 
President Zinser at 3:00 p.m. All mem- 
bers were present. 

The Secretary presented the report of 
the Budget Committee. Motion carried 
to accept the budget report as read. 

Cartwright recommendations, pre- 
sented January 12, 1951, at the final 
session of the 1951 Executive Council, 
were discussed. Motion carried that in- 
asmuch as there were four new Coun- 
cilmen who were not familiar with 
these recommendations, that same 
should be held over until the Execu- 
tive Council meets in May to give the 
new Councilmen an opportunity to 
study them. 

Motion carried approving the ap- 
pointment of a committee to make a 
special study of certain items embodied 
in the January 12, 1951, recommenda- 
tions of Dr, Cartwright, and that this 
committee report to the Executive 
Council in May. President Zinser ap- 
pointed the following committee: Doc- 
tors Smith, Chairman, Tolar and Fell. 

President Zinser appointed Dr. 
Glenn E. Cartwright of Chicago as 
State Chairman of Civil Defense. 

Discussion was held concerning Ar- 
ticle III, Section 26, of the Bylaws: 
“The term of office for each member 
of all standing committees, except as 
otherwise provided for in these Bylaws, 
and with the exception of the Ad In- 
terim Committee, the Committee on 
Committees, the Program Committee, 
the Clinic Committee, the Local Ar- 
rangements Committee and the Ex- 
hibits Committee, shall be for a term of 
three (3) years, except in the filling of 
vacancies of unexpired terms. During 
the first year of operation of this bylaw, 
one third of each committee shall be 
appointed for a one (1) year term, one 
third for a two (2) year term and one 
third for a three (3) year term.” 

A motion carried approving the ad- 
dition of the following sentence to the 





above section: ‘““The Chairman shall be 
designated each year by the Executive 
Council.” 

Meeting recessed at 4:30 p.m. until 
9:30 a.m., January 12. 

The Executive Council was called to 
order by President Zinser at 9:45 a.m., 
with all members present. Also present 
was Dr. Wm. P. Schoen, Jr., Editor. 

Dr. Mahoney stated that he was of 
the opinion that the nominations for 
1952 delegates and alternates to the 
A.D.A. Meeting in St. Louis should be 
by action of the 1952 Executive Coun- 
cil instead of by the 1951 Executive 
Council. 

On motion seconded and carried, the 
list of delegates and alternates, as 
elected by the 1951 Executive Council, 
was reconsidered. 

Motion seconded and carried, that by 
mutual consent of Council members, 
one of the names from downstate be 
deleted, and that the name of Dr. J. E. 
Mahoney, President-elect, be  substi- 
tuted. 

Dr. Hindman stated that he was will- 
ing to withdraw the name of Dr. Wal- 
ter W. Winter of Decatur from the 
Central Eastern District as a delegate. 

A motion carried that the name of 
Dr. Walter W. Winter be removed 
from the 1952 delegates and alternates 
to the A.D.A. Meeting in St. Louis and 
that the name of Dr. J. E. Mahoney be 
substituted. 

Moved, seconded and carried that 
the 1952 President-elect be allowed to 
appoint Committee C—Audit, Budget 
and Finance. This committee to in- 
clude the President-elect, Secretary, 
Treasurer and the four senior members 
of the Executive Council (Doctors 
Graham, Smith, Wenger and Tolar). 
This committee to function in prepar- 
ing the 1953 Budget for presentation in 
January 1953. 

Moved, seconded and carried that 
the 1953 meeting of the Illinois State 
Dental Society be held in’ Peoria the 
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second Tuesday in May, contingent 
upon receiving an invitation from the 
Peoria District Dental Society. 

Dr. Graham made the statement to 
the Council that due to many amend- 
ments to the Constitution and Bylaws 
and the many difficulties and differ- 
ences that arise frequently, that the 
Constitution and Bylaws of the II- 
linois State Dental Society should be 
completely re-written. Dr. Graham 
stated that he thought the committee 
appointed for this revision of the Con- 
stitution and Bylaws should consist of 
not less than three members and not 
more than five members; and that if 
and when this committee is appointed, 
it should be set up on a minimum of 
three years, changes only being made 
in case of illness or inability to serve. 

A motion carried, authorizing the 
complete revision of the Constitution 
and Bylaws of the Illinois State Dental 
Society. 

Dr. Steward, Chairman of the Ad- 
visory Committee on V. A. Affairs, 
appeared before the Council and gave 
a resume’ of the history of the proposed 
increase in V. A. fees. He explained to 
the Council that the survey made re- 
cently by the Illinois State Dental So- 
ciety on the V. A. Fee Schedule was 
the basis on which the V. A. Regional 
Office and the Illinois State Dental So- 
ciety reached their conclusions, as 
shown on the sheet in each Council- 
man’s hands. Dr. Steward asked that 
the Council give their approval of these 
increases before his committee submit 
same to Washington, D.C., for ap- 
proval. 

The report of the Advisory Com- 
mittee on V. A. Affairs was accepted. 

A motion carried to approve the new 
fee schedule, as submitted by the Ad- 
visory Committee on V. A. Affairs. 

Petitions from Warren County and 
Knox County components, requesting 
merger of these two components, were 
read. A motion carried, permitting the 
Warren and Knox components to re- 
linquish their present charters and to 
complete the merger to form the Prai- 
rie Valley component. 
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The Secretary read a letter from the 
Decatur District Dental Society, rela- 
tive to dentists practicing in DeWitt 
County holding membership in the 
McLean component, who wish to be 
transferred to the Decatur District, and 
the petition of DeWitt County dentists 
requesting the transfer. 

A motion carried, approving the 
transfer of Dewitt County members to 
the Decatur District Dental Society, 
contingent upon their release by the 
McLean County Dental Society. (Re- 
lease granted by McLean component 
March 1952 and transfer completed.) 

The following letter from the Chi- 
cago Dental Society, dated January 3, 
1952, was read: 


Dear Doctor Clopper: 

The Board of Directors of the Chicago 
Dental Society went on record to establish a 
policy in accordance with which all delegates 
to meetings of the American Dental Associa- 
tion from the Society, whether officers or not, 
are to receive the established per meeting al- 
lowances regularly tendered delegates to the 
House of Delegates. 

The Board recommends that alternate dele- 
gates receive some remuneration so that new 
men can be instructed in the business of the 
House.

A motion carried that all delegates 
and alternates be remunerated alike 
regardless of whether or not they are 
officers of a component society, except 
the President and Secretary of the II- 
linois State Dental Society.

WHEREAS, Since we members of 
the dental profession should be, 
and are, the most interested group 
concerned in the control of dental 
caries and the improvement of 
dental health and, 
WHEREAS, Since in many, if not 
most of our primary schools, the 
pupils are allowed to purchase 
sugar-containing confections and 
beverages without any restrictions 
and with the implied approval of 
our school systems and school au- 
thorities, 
THEREFORE, BE IT RE- 
SOLVED, That the Illinois State 
Dental Society go on record:.as 
condemning the sale of candies, 
gums and sweetened beverages in 
all primary schools in the State 
of Illinois and favoring substitut- 
ing therefore such sugar free foods 
as nuts, potato chips and milk.

A motion carried that certificates 
presented to outgoing Councilmen 
should be a little more attractive and 
properly framed. 

Dr. Tolar expressed his concern rela- 
tive to the illegal practice of dentistry 








by laboratories, especially in the Chi- 
cago district. He thought the Council 
should give some encouragement to the 
Chicago Dental Society in their fight 
against this situation. 

After a thorough discussion of this 
matter, it was decided that no action 
should be taken until after the special 
meeting called for Wednesday, May 21, 
by the Public Policy Committee of the 
Illinois State Dental Society. 

On motion carried unanimously, 
Secretary Clopper was reelected for the 
year 1953. 

Dr. Wm. P. Schoen, Jr., was reap- 
pointed Editor for the year 1953 on 
motion carried unanimously. 

On motion seconded and carried, Dr. 
T. C. Starshak was nominated for 
Treasurer for the year 1953. 

On motion seconded and carried, 
nominations were closed and the Sec- 
retary cast a unanimous ballot for Dr. 
Starshak as Treasurer for 1953. 

A motion carried that powers of the 
Executive Council be delegated to the 
Ad Interim Committee until the next 
regular meeting of the Executive Coun- 
cil. 

The Council adjourned at 1:00 p.m. 


THIRD SESSION—MAY 22, 1952 


The Council reconvened at the call 
of President Zinser on Thursday morn- 
ing, May 22, at 9:00 a.m. All Council 
members were present except Doctors 
Graham and Wilfred Peters. 


Dr. Green, Chairman of the Public 
Policy Committee, appeared before the 
Council and gave a summary of the out- 
come of the meeting called by his com- 
mittee. Those in attendance at this 
meeting were officers of the Illinois 
State Dental Society, members of the 
Public Policy and Prosthetic Dental 
Service Committees of the Illinois State 
Dental Society, officers of the Chicago 
Dental Society and officers of the Illi- 
nois Dental Laboratory Association. 
Dr. Green stated that this meeting 


was called for the purpose of consider- 
ing Judge Haas’ decision, declaring 
one section of 5a of the Illinois Dental 
Practice Act unconstitutional. This 
would mean that it would be proper 
and legal for a dental laboratory to 
make, sell and deliver a denture to a 
patient, assuming that the impression, 
fittings and prescription are furnished 
by a dentist. Dr. Green stated that this 
was the heart of the Dental Practice 
Act. Dr. Green announced that this 
meeting also was called to “iron out” 
some of the confusion regarding the 
Chicago Dental Society suit against the 
illegal laboratories in Chicago. 

On motion seconded and carried, Dr. 
Green’s report was accepted with 
thanks. 

















Motion seconded and carried that 
an exact transcript of the Wednesday, 
May 21, minutes be forwarded to all 
those in attendance at this meeting and 
to the entire Executive Council. This to 
include the four newly-elected Coun- 
cilmen. 

Motion seconded and carried that 
the Executive Council of the Illinois 
State Dental Society is in sympathy 
with the problems confronting the Chi- 
cago Dental Society concerning the il- 


legal practice of dentistry and offers its” 


facilities to bring this matter to a suc- 
cessful conclusion. 

Dr. Wm. E. Mayer, presented the 
report of the Interprofessional Rela- 
tions Committee, and presented for ap- 
proval the Constitution and Bylaws of 
the Illinois Interprofessional Council, 
a newly-organized council consisting of 
the professional statewide societies and 
associations in dentistry, medicine, 
nursing, optometry, pharmacy and 
veterinary medicine. 

Dr. Mayer made the following 
recommendation: that the Executive 
Council adopt the proposed Constitu- 
tion and Bylaws of the Illinois Inter- 
professional Council without reserva- 
tions. 

On motion seconded and carried, the 
report of the Interprofessional Rela- 
tions Committee was accepted.

Motion carried that men who have 
been in practice for fifty years and have 
been members of the Illinois State 
Dental Society for at least twenty-five 
years, not necessarily consecutively, 
should be honored, upon recommenda- 
tion of their component society and ap- 
proval of the Illinois State Dental So- 
ciety.

President Zinser presented the fol- 
lowing report to the Executive Coun- 
cil: : 


PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


In reviewing the year 1952 it is for other 
people to say whether or not my year as 
president has been a successful one. From 
my point of view the time has passed 
quickly and smoothly. The work has been 
very interesting and I am sure some prog- 
ress has been made in arriving at the 
dental health needs of our State. I must 
say this, that a more cooperative group of 
officers, councilmen and committeemen 
could not be hoped for and whatever has 
been the degree of success for the year 
these men deserve generous credit. 

I have three recommendations to make: 

(1) I recommend that a special com- 
mittee be appointed to continue the study 
of the dental manpower of the State of 
Illinois. In the very brief survey I took 
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upon myself in this matter some interest- 
ing facts revealed themselves which I par- 
tially reviewed in the November issue of 
the JouRNAL. With more complete cover- 
age on the dental manpower of the state 
the Illinois State Dental Society could be of 
great help in interesting men to locate 
where there are shortages. 

(2) I recommend that a vocational guid- 
ance program be instigated in our state 
with men of our profession going into the 
high schools, junior colleges and other 
institutions of learning interesting young 
men in making Dentistry their profession. 
By so doing, more dentists will be avail- 
able in Illinois because a large percentage 
of dental graduates locate in the state of 
their residence. 

(3) I recommend that the Illinois State 
Dental Society take the necessary steps for 
the introduction of a bill in the United 
States Congress asking for income tax re- 
duction of the full amount of dental bills 
incurred by the people of the United 
States. The passage of such a bill would 
do three things (1) cause our nation to in- 
directly support dental health (2) make it 
possible for our people to take better care 
of their dental needs (3) raise the dental 
health of our nation to a higher standard. 


Motion carried that President Zin- 
ser’s report be received with commenda- 
tion and that his recommendations be 
referred to the 1953 Executive Coun- 
cil for action. 

Dr. Oppice, Chairman of the Revi- 
sion of the Constitution and Bylaws, 
and Dr. Jacob, member of this com- 
mittee, appeared before the Council. 
Dr. Oppice made the following pre- 
liminary remarks: Last May, we pre- 
sented a verbal progress report of our 
activities and this Council approved. As 
a result, we have presented the report to 
you in writing. The Committee has a 
tentative plan of continuing, providing 
you approve, and I think it is advisable 
that we give you that tentative sched- 
ule before we throw the written report 
open for discussion. That the revised 
Constitution and Bylaws be published 


in the March issue of the ILLINOIS 
DENTAL JouRNAL. This publishing 
complies with the present Consti- 


tution and Bylaws of our Society. Then 
we should permit such a revision to be 
voted upon by the General Assembly 
this coming May. 

Motion carried that the report of the 











Committee on the Revision of the 
Constitution and Bylaws be received. 

Motion carried that the Executive 
Council of the Illinois State Dental 
Society accept this new instrument, that 
same be published in the March issue 
of the ILLINoIs. DENTAL JOURNAL, 
to be presented to the General 
Assembly in May with the recommenda- 
tion that it be adopted. 

Motion carried that a standing vote 
of thanks be extended to the Com- 
mittee on the Revision of the Consti- 
tution and Bylaws and that same be 
recorded in the files of the Illinois State 
Dental Society. 

The question then came up if there 
was a provision in the new Constitution 
and Bylaws for exemption of dues for 
members in the military service. By 
unanimous consent, the following pro- 
vision was incorporated in the pro- 
posed new instrument: 


An active member of fellow of this So- 
ciety, while on active duty, temporary basis, 
as a reserve officer with the federal dental 
services, shall be considered to be in 
standing during the period of such duty. 


A petition was presented from mem- 
bers residing in Naperville, Wheaton 
and West Chicago, seven holding mem- 
berships through Chicago, and nine 
through Fox River, expressing their 
desire to all be members of the Fox 
River Valley Dental Society. 

Motion carried that this petition be 
referred to the 1953 Executive Council 
for action. 

The Secretary read a petition from 
dentists in Effingham and Morgan 
County requesting amendment of the 
Dental Practice Act to permit dental 
hygienists to apply sodium fluoride 
topically. 

Motion carried that this petition be 
referred to the 1953 Executive Coun- 
cil for action. 

A petition was read from the Chi- 
cago Dental Society relative to rein- 
statement of eligibility to.life member- 
ship for Dr. Orloff. 

Motion carried that this petition be 
referred to the 1953 Executive Council 
for action. 





The council recessed at 4:30 p.m. 
to reconvene after dinner. 


*. * * * * 


The Council reconvened at 8:00 p.m. 

Motion carried that the agenda be 
reopened to consider an item of new 
business. 

Dr. Graham ;verbally reported on a 
conference of representatives of the 
Illinois Interprofessional Council and 
Governor-elect Stratton in the interest 
of State of Illinois appointments per- 
taining to the dental profession. Dr. 
Graham suggested in his report that 
the Council recommend one name for 
consideration to be included in a list 
of four or five more names to be held 
on file in the Secretary’s office in the 
event that in the next four years there 
would be any replacements on the II- 
linois Dental Examining Committee. 

Dr. Graham’s report was received. 

Motion carried unanimously that the 
Executive Council recommend Dr. M. 
E. Zinser as the nominee for the Dental 
Examining Committee, when a vacancy 
occurs. 

Dr. Oppice addressed the Council in 
the interest of Dr. L. H. Jacob for 
election to a second three year term as 
Trustee of the 8th District, A.D.A. 

President Zinser presented framed 
certificates of appreciation in recogni- 
tion of their services to the following 
retiring Councilmen: Doctors Wallace 
M. Peters, F. W. Graham, Jr., Gordon 
A. Smith, William F. Tolar and Her- 
man R. Wenger. 

The next order of business was the 
installation of new Councilmen and 
Officers for the year 1953. President 
Zinser introduced the following: Coun- 
cilmen Dr. P. J. Kartheiser, Aurora, 
Northeastern District; Dr. Robert A. 
Hundley, East St. Louis, Southern Dis- 
trict; Doctors S. F. Bradel and Olaf S. 
Opdahl, Chicago District; Dr. Paul W. 
Clopper, Peoria, Secretary; Dr. T, C. 
Starshak, Chicago, Treasurer; Dr. R. 
E. Blunk, Springfield, Vice-president; 
and Dr. Werner J. Gresens, Oak Park, 
President-elect. President Zinser then 
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introduced Dr. J. E. Mahoney, Wood 
River, as the new President and pre- 
sented to him the official gavel of the 
Illinois State Dental Society.

To the members of the Executive 


Council: 

I am happy to report the addition of 
a new name to the list of Component 
Societies of the Illinois State Dental 
Society. Due to the unanimous deci- 
sion of the Knox and Warren Societies, 
a merger was effected in April of these 
two Components. This new Component 
selected the name of “Prairie Valley 
District Dental Society” — Dr. Charles 
E. Lauder, Monmouth, was elected the 
first president and Dr. E. B. Knights, 
Monmouth, Secretary-Treasurer. The 
charter for the Prairie Valley District 
Dental Society will be presented by 
President Zinser at the Component Of- 
ficers Breakfast. 

Complying with the directive of the 
Exécutive Council in May 1951, the 
Secretary sent letters to the fifty-six 
members, who, according to our rec- 
ords, were holding membership in 
components other than the one in 
which they were located. Replies have 
been received from all but six of these 
members and one member on the list is 
now deceased. Of the forty-nine replies 
received, nine have now transferred 
to the proper component society; four 
are willing to be transferred; and three 
wish to have their membership trans- 
ferred to a component other than the 
one of the district in which they are 
now located. The remaining thirty- 
three all wish to remain in the district 
in which they now hold their member- 
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ship. Of these thirty-three members, 
eight have held membership in their 
present component from thirty to 
thirty-seven years; seven from twenty- 
three to twenty-six years; and fourteen 
from ten to nineteen years. Only four 
have held membership from one to five 
years. A number of the above-men- 
tioned members are past officers in the 
component in which they hold mem- 
bership. 


From date of the reorganization of 
the State Society into component socie- 
ties in 1905 and until a new Constitu- 
tion and Bylaws were adopted in 1929, 
the following provision was in effect: 


Bylaws—Article V—Section 7: 


“A dentist living near a county 
line may hold his membership in 
the component society which is 
most convenient for him to attend, 
on permission of the society in 
whose jurisdiction he resides.” 


This, therefore, was the reason that 
some members held membership in 
components other than the one of the 
district in which they were located. 


When the new Constitution and By- 
laws were adopted in 1929, Article V, 


_ 


Section 7, was amended as follows: 


Bylaws—Article: VI—Section 7: 


‘“‘A member shall pay his dues to 
the component society in whose 
jurisdiction he resides or practices, 
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even though he affiliates with an- 
other component society.” 
The membership records, were then 
checked and letters were sent by the 
Secretary to the sixty-five members who 
were not in the proper component. As 
a result of these letters, nine were trans- 
ferred to the proper components; twen- 
ty-six petitioned to remain in the com- 
nent in which they then held mem- 
rship; and the other thirty did not 
reply. When the Secretary presented 
this report to the Executive Council in 
1930, a special committee was appoint- 
ed to consider changing boundary lines 
of component societies and to consider 
the request of the members holding 
membership in other than their own 
component. This committee made a 
report to the Executive Council in May 
1932, asking for an extension of time 
for study of the situation. The commit- 
tee made its final report in 1933 with 
the recommendation that no changes 


be considered at that time. The mem-- 


bers then in question continued to hold 
their membership in the components 
with which they were then affiliated 
up to the present time. 

Letters were written to thirteen mem- 
bers who had moved to other compo- 
nents during 1951; ten of these are now 
in the proper component; one has not 
yet transferred; two have not yet paid 
1952 dues. 

After reading the letters from those 
members relative to their component 
membership, it is the Secretary’s recom- 
mendation (a) That those members of 
the Illinois State Dental Society now 
holding membership in components 
contrary to the Constitution and By- 
laws, be allowed to remain in those 
components, if they so desire, and that 
the Constitution and Bylaws be strictly 
adhered to in the future as to the geo- 
graphical location of our membership. 
(b) That those members willing to be 
transferred into the proper component 
be transferred immediately in order 
that proper membership cards can be 
made for 1953 by the A.D.A. 


United Mine Workers Welfare Fund 
At the March meeting of the A.D.A. 


Board of Trustees, the Council on Den- 
tal Health presented the United Mine 
Workers case along with their recom- 
mendations. The Board of Trustees in- 
structed Secretary Hillenbrand to ar- 
range a conference at the national level 
with the officers of the United Mine 
Workers. This conference was held Ap- 
ril 25 in Washington, D.C., with Doc- 
tors Hillenbrand, Camalier, Gruebbel 
and Craig representing the A.D.A., 
Doctors Draper, Woods, Morrison and 
Kerr for the United Mine Workers. 
Following this conference, the A.D.A. 
made the following recommendations 
to constituent and component:societies: 

“In view of the progress made at the 
conference and in view of the revised 
dental program which is to be prepared 
by the officials of the Fund, it 1s recom- 
mended that constituent and compo- 
nent dental societies undertake to es- 
tablish or reestablish contact with the 
local and regional officials handling the 
dental program. Reference should be 
made to the fact that the conference 
was held and certain commitments ob- 
tained. If cooperation is not offered by 
local officials of the Fund, this infor- 
mation should be made available as 
soon as possible to either Dr. Gruebbel 
or Dr. Hillenbrand in the Central Of- 
fice of the American Dental Associa- 
tion. 


“Appropriate officials of the Ameri- 
can Dental Association will continue to 
keep in close contact with this program 
and will press for further progress if 
none is apparent within a reasonable 
time. It is likely that another high- 
level conference will be sought as 
soon as developments make further 
consultation desirable. 


“The gravity of this problem for many 
dentists in many areas is recognized by 
the American Dental Association and 
every effort will be made to reach a 
solution as : pe as possible. In turn, 
it is hoped that no action will be taken 
at the state or local level which will 
overturn the present negotiations or 
render them more difficult.” 


It is recommended that this Execu- 
tive Council authorize the President to 
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appoint a state committee when and 
if necessary, to carry on whatever con- 
ferences are necessary at the state and 
local level. 


Relief 

There are six members of the IIli- 
nois State Dental Society receiving 
grants from the Relief Fund. There 
are two applications pending as of this 
date. As of April 30, 1952, the total 
contributions to the A.D.A. Relief 
Fund from Illinois was $6942.00. It is 
estimated that approximately $3470.00 
will be returned to the State Treasurer; 
one half of this amount will be credited 
to the component societies. 








Membership 
The 1952 membership, as of April 
30, 1952, shows an increase over the 
same date of 1951. The increase being 
171 memberships. Our overall member- 
ship, as of May 16, 1952, is 4749, and 
it is felt that our 1952 membership will 
show a final increase over the 1951 
membership. The delinquent member- 
ship, as of December 30, 1951, stood 
at 240. While as of May 16, 1952, our 
delinquents now stand at 200. There 
are 100 of our members in Service.

JANUARY 1953 


To the Members of the 
Council: 

The membership of the dentists in 
components other than the component 
in which they practice has been adjust- 
ed, as approved by the Executive Coun- 
cil, May 18, 1952. The membership sta- 
tus of these men is now settled, and in 
the future, members will be accepted 
only within the jurisdiction of the com- 
ponent in which they practice. 

The 1952 membership total at the 
close of 1952 shows an increase of 9 
over ‘1951, making a total membership 
of 5,020. There are 130 delinquent 
members and 116 members exempt 
from dues because of temporary mili- 
tary service, and in addition, 370 life 
members and 109 new graduates who 
-paid no dues for 1952. 

The five members in DeWitt County 
who petitioned for transfer to the De- 
catur District Dental Society, and the 
ten members in McDonough County 
who petitioned to become members 
of the Prairie Valley District Dental 
Society, are now affiliated with these 
societies. These transfers were made 
after approval by all components con- 
cerned, 

After a thorough survey of cities that 
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might be able to hold a State Meeting, 
Rockford was recommended by the 
committee as the most satisfactory lo- 
cation. The 1953 President-elect and 
the Secretary met in Rockford with 
representatives of the Winnebago com- 
ponent, surveyed the hotel facilities, 
and were greatly impressed with the 
physical layout and the enthusiasm 
of the Rockford members. Following 
this meeting and after further confer- 
ence with the hotels concerned in 
Rockford, the Winnebago chairman 
notified this office that the manager of 
the Faust Hotel informed the com- 
mittee that it would be impossible to 
hold a State Meeting in that city due 
to the absolute unwillingness of the 
hotels to promise adequate housing 
of the members. Therefore, it was nec- 
essary that the invitation to meet in 
Rockford be withdrawn. At present 
the only possibility, outside of Chi- 
cago is Moline. Here again, housing is 
the difficulty. Dr. Fred M. Helpen- 
stell is still optimistic that ample rooms 
may be located, and it is expected that 
he will have a report on this matter 
for the Executive Council. Serious con- 
sideration should be given by the Coun- 
cil to this situation. It is becoming in- 











creasingly difficult to find locations 
other than Springfield and Peoria, out- 
side of Chicago. In order to obtain 
proper dates for our meeting, it is nec- 
essary to reserve hotel space at least 
two years in advance. 

The Secretary attended the Fifth 
Annual Secretaries’ Management Con- 
ference held in the Central Office of 
the American Dental Association in 
Chicago, November 17-19, 1952. Nine- 
teen states were represented. Each So- 
ciety reported projects carried on 
throughout the year and a great deal 
of interest was evidenced in the Illi- 
nois study and received approval of an 
increased Veterans — Administration 
fee schedule. Matters relating to an- 
nual meetings, student membership, So- 
ciety operating costs, State Society ne- 
gotiations with eutside agencies, and 
public relations were freely discussed 
with definite benefit to all in attend- 
ance. Papers on various subjects of So- 
ciety management were presented by 
Dr. Harold Hillenbrand, Dr. Lon Mor- 
rey, and Mr. John Hollister. At all ses- 
sions the entire Administrative Staff 
of the A.D.A. were present, and 
many entered into the discussions. 

The Secretary attended a meeting 
in Chicago on December 9 of the Pro- 
fessional Advisory Committee of Vo- 
cational Rehabilitation. Due to the 
recent increase in the V. A. fee sched- 
ule, [requested that the fee schedule for 
the Division of Vocational Rehabili- 
tation be made the same as the Vet- 
erans Administration fee schedule. The 
motion was made to accept this sug- 
gestion with one change as follows: In 
the discussion it was proposed that the 
fee for multitude extractions be set at 


three dollars per tooth up to and in- 
cluding six extractions — the fee for 
each extraction thereafter to be two 
dollars. It is my recommendation that 
the Veterans Administration fee sched- 
ule be approved on this fee basis by 
the Executive Council for the Division 
of Vocational Rehabilitation with the 
one change above mentioned be set 
up to and including fifteen extractions. 
After becoming aware of the fact that 
there was no definite plan for approval 
for dentists participating in this work, 
I requested that participants be ap- 
proved in the same manner as Partici- 
pating Dentists in the Veterans Ad- 
ministration. The Advisory Commit- 
tee also approved this request. A meet- 
ing of the dental sub-committee will 
be held in February, at which time a 
complete review will be made of eli- 
gibility standards for those receiving 
this dental care. At the present time 
this sub-committee is composed of your 
Secretary as chairman and three con- 
sultants; one each from Springfield, 
Joliet, and Chicago. Very fine co-op- 
eration was received from all of the 
members of the Advisory Committee 
as to the two requests pertaining to 
Dentistry. 

The auditor’s report presented 
to each member of the Council 
contains a complete financial state- 
ment for the year 1952. 

Again I wish to thank the officers, 
committee members, the Journal Staff, 
and the Central Office Staff for the 
fine co-operation that has been evi- 
denced in 1952.

EDITOR'S REPORT 
ILLINOIS DENTAL JOURNAL 
JANUARY 1953 


It is the aim of this report to give cer- 
tain information about the ILLINOIS 
DENTAL JOURNAL so that the of- 





ficers, councilmen and the membership 
may know about the inner workings 
of the publication. Of necessity, parts 
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of this report will be repetitious of re- 
ports from other years. 

Journal Offices: As you know, the 
editorial and advertising office is lo- 
cated in Chicago at 6355 Broadway. 
It is staffed by the editor and one full 
time assistant, Miss Joan Ackermann, 
A.B. (Her official title is Advertising 
Representative, although her duties are 
much greater than just that as she also 
has to do with the mechanical process 
of publishing the magazine.) 

We also have a publication and cir- 
culation office in LaGrange staffed by 
Edward J. Krejci. The mechanics of 
publication each month are as follows: 
The magazine is planned, laid out, 
dummied, and proofed in the Chicago 
office; it is printed in Waukegan, IIli- 
nois; trucked to LaGrange and mailed 
there from the publication and circula- 
tion office; LaGrange is the site of our 
second class mailing permit. 

The mailing list is maintained in 
the Headquarters and Business Office 
in Peoria where envelopes are addresso- 
graphed for each issue and sent via 
express to the printers at Waukegan. 

Format: The style of the JOUR- 
NAL has not been changed recently 
except for some minor typographical 
details. A new stock with a glossy finish 
is being used for the cover. The new 
cover stock will take half-tones’ better 
than the old; this has made it possible 
to do a cleaner job of printing for our 
advertisers who pay a premium for 
their cover positions. In ten issues the 
JOURNAL contains 64 pages and a 
cover. This number, a multiple of 16 
pages, fits the forms and presses of 
most printing shops. Our JOURNAL 
averages about 40 pages of editorial 
matter and 24 pages of advertising, an 
acceptable ratio. Two issues, contain- 
ing the Transactions and the Directory 
of Membership, have more pages. 

Content: In planning the JOUR- 
NAL each month, we start with all of- 
ficial business. This consists of infor- 
mation from the office of Dr. Clopper, 
the secretary, from the president, and 
from all committees. At the present, 
with the war at our elbow and Selec- 
tive Service breathing down our neck, 
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we have worked very closely with Dr. 
Robert J. Wells, chairman of the Illi- 
nois Advisory Committee to Selective 
Service. Each month we check with him 
for any last minute news or changes 
in the picture. We also watch all A.D.A. 
and Federal government news releases 
for pertinent information. 

Next, we fit in articles from the com- 
ponent society editors. These are im- 
portant, well read, and we feel give 
us the edge in our state over other 
competing Journals as far as our adver- 
tisers are concerned. The rest of the 
JOURNAL is filled with regular fea- 
tures, current news, scientific articles, 
and editorials. 

Each month during the past year we 
have received an excellent article from 
Melford E. Zinser for his “President’s 
Page”; for these we wish to thank him. 

Our two newest features are the 
“Hobby Series” and “It’s Your Busi- 
ness.” The latter regular monthly fea- 
ture is well written by Wallace N. 
Kirby of Downers Grove, a nationally 
recognized authority in practice man- 
agement. This article has received 
much favorable comment. The “Hob- 
by Series” will be continued as it seems 
to be of great interest to many readers. 

“Decade Diary” has been a review of 
the JOURNAL of ten years ago; how- 
ever, Neil Vedder of Carrollton, its 
perennial writer for a number of years 
now, has just resigned; as yet we have 
no one to replace him. 

We receive 250 to 300 publications 
during the course of a year plus count- 
less other news releases of one type 
or another. The preponderance of 
“Current News” is taken from these 
sources. 

Component Societies & Editors: We 
would like to pay high tribute to our 
23 component society editors. In the 
main, these men are all active. Of 
course we never get 100% returns— 
22 articles from 22 editors from 21 so- 
cieties. These men work hard, however, 
get very little credit, and we suspect 
very little help even from their own 
officers. They are really the unsung 
heroes of the state JOURNAL. 

Officers and Council: The officers 





and council have been very cooper- 
ative in sending us information and we 
would like to thank them for this. We 
feel that each one of them is a member 
of the so-called official family and as 
such is especially interested in each 
operation of the state society —‘includ- 
ing the JOURNAL. We welcome sug- 
gestions from the council at any time. 

Staff: There has been only one staff 
change in the past year; Andrew W. 
Sauer, Jr. resigned and was replaced 
by William I. McNeil of Glen Ellyn, a 
past-president of the state society from 
1934. The other associate editors are 
J. Robert Schumaker and David Ber- 
man; contributing editor is Wallace 
N. Kirby. The Publication Committee 
is composed of secretary, Paul W. 
Clopper, chairman; the editor; and 
Edward J. Krejci, who staffs our La- 
Grange office. We thank all of these 
men tor the help they have given dur- 
ing the past year. While we are in the 
“thank you” department, we would 
like to pay. our special respects to Miss 
Sadie Alloway, assistant secretary, and 
Mrs. Dorothy Roseboom of the Peoria 
office. Our own assistant, Miss Joan 
Ackermann, has helped so much she 
can hardly be thanked. 

Special Issues: During the year the 
following special issues were printed. 
In February,/The Transactions, which 
formerly were published in a separate 
booklet for those who subscribed to 
them; now, all members of the state 
society receive the Transactions free of 
charge. In April we print the Program 
Issue, and in August, the Alphabetical 
Directory of Membership. The Book 
Review Issue has been an annual fea- 
ture; for the past several years it has 
appeared in January. 

Business: Cover stock — The JOUR- 
NAL uses about three reams of cover 
stock for each issue. Standard sheet 
size is 23 x 35. For 1953 we have con- 
tracted with the paper mill for a year’s 
supply and by so doing, they will make 
us a special size sheet, 22 x 31 which 
trims more economically than the reg- 
ular size for our page. This will save 
about 1114 pounds per ream or a to- 


tal of about 345 pounds, a saving of 
$75.00. t 

Body stock—Each regular issue takes 
about 24 reams of body stock, and each 
of the special numbers, Transactions 
and the Directory, takes about an ad- 
ditional eight reams; this total for the 
year is about 17,080 pounds of paper, 
which is on order and: will cost about 
$2,357.00. With paper shortages always 
possible and prices almost certain to 
rise, these two items seem a good in- 
vestment at this time for the state so- 
ciety. 

Advertising: During 1952 the JOUR- 
NAL carried a total of 268 pages of 
advertising as compared with 288 in 
1951 and 24614 in 1950. Our total ad- 
vertising revenue for 1952 was $8842.03. 

As of January, 1953 we have raised 
our advertising rates to offset the many 
increases in production costs of the 
past years. We still offer an excep- 
tional buy to our advertisers as we 
have one of the lowest rates of the state 
journals on a circulation basis (cost 
per page per 1,000 circulation). 

For the first time we have formulated 
and had printed an advertising pros- 
pectus and rate card in place of our 
old plain rate card. This new pros- 
pectus gives us all of the’ mechanical 
requirements of the JOURNAL and 
a selling story as well as the rates; it 
makes a good printed piece to present 
to advertisers and prospects. 

During the past several months we 
have been conducting a concentrated 
campaign for increasing advertising. 
Results are now beginning to show. 
We ask the help of the officers and 
councilmen in this campaign as we feel 
that they have a particular interest 
in the JOURNAL. A special letter 
was addressed to each councilman in 
this regard, with gratifying results. 

It would be especially helpful if the 
officers, the councilmen, and all the 
members would make use of the pro- 
ducts and services of the fine organ- 
izations that advertise in our JOUR- 
NAL. In this way we would be helping 
those who are attempting to help us. 
Each advertisement that. appears in the 
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JOURNAL is “screened” and reliable. 
Many of the advertisements that ap- 
pear in the so-called “throw-away” 
journals would not be acceptable by 
our standards. 

We certainly hope that during the 
past year you have been a consistent 
reader of the ILLINOIS DENTAL 
JOURNAL; wé hope that you have 








found it interesting, and we hope that 
you will continue to be a constant 
reader in 1953. We will welcome your 
comments in our “First Class Mail” 
column, and we will also welcome your 
criticisms.

COUNCIL ON DENTAL HEALTH 
MAY 1952 


Your Council on Dental Health 
urges that each Component of the IIli- 
nois State Dental Society have an active 
standing committee on dental health. 
To make the committee more represen- 
tative, it is recommended that there be 
at least one member from each county 
in the Component. Furthermore, it is 
requested and the Secretary of each 
Component forward the names of the 
members of the above committee to 
the State Secretary and to the Chair- 
man of the Council on Dental Health 
after each election of Component offi- 
cers. 

As usual, at a meeting of your Coun- 
cil on Dental Health held in Spring- 
field in March, the subject of liberaliz- 
ing the law controlling dental hygien- 
ists was again brought up. 

We take a dental hygienist into our 


office who has received two years of 
college training—however, she is not 
allowed to apply a harmless caries pre- 
ventative medicament to the teeth after 
a prophylaxis. It is even questionable 
that she would be allowed to spray the 
mouth with a mouth wash! 

Your Council on Dental Health 
firmly believes that a large majority 
of the dental practitioners in this state 
are favorable to allowing hygienists to 
apply sodium fluoride to the teeth or 
are indifferent. 

Therefore, it is requested that the 
Executive Council of the Illinois State 
Dental Society grant permission for the 
Secretary of our Society to conduct a 
postal card poll of our members to 
ascertain their wishes in regard to lib- 
eralizing the Dental Practice Act -reg- 
ulating dental hygienists in order to 
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permit them to apply sodium fluoride 
to the teeth of persons for whom they 
perform a prophylactic treatment. 

'A resolution regarding the banning 
of the sale of candies, gums and sweet- 
ened beverages in primary schools: 

Whereas, Leading dental research 
workers and scientists have practically 
universally reached the definite conclu- 
sion that the intake into the mouth of 
refined sugars and foods made there- 
from are the primary contributing 
cause of dental caries, and 

Whereas, Despite the great increase 
in dental health education and more 
universal dental care of our children, 
the caries rate steadily increases, and 

Whereas, Since we members of - the 
dental profession should be, and are, 








the most interested group concerned in 
the control of dental caries and the 
improvement of dental health, and 

Whereas, Since in many, if not most 
of our primary schools, the pupils are 
allowed to purchase sugar-containing 
confections and beverages without any 
restrictions and with the implied ap- 
proval of our school systems and school 
authorities, 

Therefore, be it resolved, That the 
Illinois State Dental Society go on rec- 
ord as condemning the sale of candies, 
gums and sweetened beverages in all 
primary schools in the State of Illinois 
and favoring substituting therefore 
such sugar free foods as nuts, potato 
chips and milk.

The November 20th meeting was 
for the purpose of formulating plans 
for the Dental Health Workshop which 
will consume one whole day on Tues- 
day of the State Meeting in Peoria. An 
interesting and instructive meeting is 
being planned with several phases of 
Dental Health being presented by 
capable authorities. 

The “FLYER,” which is_ pub- 
lished and distributed by the Dental 
Division of the Illinois Department of 
Public Health in collaboration with 
your Council on Dental Health, is 
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mailed to every ethical practicing 
dentist in Illinois. It gives one a very 
good idea of the activities of both or- 
ganizations and we hope that every 
one reads it. 


Recommendation No. 1. 


Many communities have expressed 
keen disappointment that the poster 
contest has been discontinued. Your 
Chairman feels that in time it would 
have greatly impressed the grammar 
school children in the importance of 
constant dental care. It is felt that an 
annual contest of this type would have 
eventually been an ideal method of 
focusing the attention of children on 
Dental Health Day and Week. 


Recommendation No. 2. 


The Council on Dental Health again 
urges the Illinois State Dental Society 
to seriously consider removing the re- 
strictions of the Dental Practice Act 
which prevent Dental Hygienists from 
applying Sodium Fluoride to the teeth 
of children.

The Federal Health Legislation In- 
formation Committee has tried to keep 
up with the bills in Congress of par- 
ticular interest to dentistry and the 
dental health of the public, so that 
should any of the bills now in commit- 
tee—or any other bills—be introduced 
which may need the attention of the 
dental profession and its friend, we 
can immediately advise the member- 
ship. 

Very briefly: the following congres- 
sional activities have been noted. Al- 
though passed by the Senate, efforts to 
convince the House Committee on Ju- 
diciary of the need for a Federally 
established day dedicated to the im- 
provements of the dental health of 
the nation’s children, have thus far 
not born fruit. 

Despite A.D.A. Council on Legisla- 
tion arguments, there is little chance 
that Congress will be willing to triple 
the present $250.00 appropriation as 
requested and approved by the Budget 
Bureau for money to be used to help 
states set up survey machinery and to 
hire technicians to assist local commu- 
nities in establishing fluoridation sys- 
tems. Federal money would not be used 
for construction or maintenance of 
plants. 4 

There are a number of bills pending 
related to Federal Funds for Medical 
and Dental Schools, but both the Sen- 
ate and House have shown little inter- 
est in them. 

Also, many bills proposing to extend 
World War II veterans’ educational 
benefits to persons in military service 
during the present emergency. Some 
one of those will probably be passed. 





The Army Dental Bill is the A.D.A.’s 
number one goal. The council spon- 
sored and was successful in urging the 
enactment of legislation giving the 
chief dental officer of the U. S. Public 
Health Service the equivalent rank and 
pay of a Major of the Army. The Coun- 
cil also assisted in the enactment of 
similar legislation for the Navy’s dental 
chief. At the appropriate time the 
Council will seek the same status for 
the chief dental officer of the Air Force. 

The House of Representatives faced 
with strong popular opposition to Uni- 
versal Military Training voted to re- 
commit H.R. 5904 to the Armed Serv- 
ices Committee after the latter had 
reported it favorably. There is little 
sentiment among the proponents of 
either House of Congress to renew the 
fight for Universal Military Training 
during this, a campaign year. 

During the Senate’s debate on the 
armed forces pay increase legislation, 
H.R. 5715, which had already passed 
the House, Senator Douglas of Illinois 
introduced a series of amendments to 
the’ bill. One of which proposed to 
cancel the $100.00 monthly incentive 
bonus paid to eligible dental and med- 
ical officers. At the request of the Coun- 
cil, members of the Congressional Liai- 
son Service urged the Senate members 
to withhold action on the amendment 
until a hearing was provided. Senator 
Douglas then withdrew his amend- 
ments. The Association favors contin- 
uation of the incentive pay for dental 
officers. 

There is a hearing scheduled on 
pending legislation which would 
amend the Internal Revenue Code and 
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2uthorize groups such as Dental Asso- 
ciations to establish retirement fund 
programs for their members, whereby 
tax saving benefits would accrue to 
dentists. 

There is considerable interest now 
being shown S 2705 relative to O.A.S.L., 
but up to now none of these bills are 
sponsored by the A.D.A. No doubt this 
will come up for discussion in the 
House of Delegates at St. Louis this 
September. 

H.R. 27 and H.R.54 are substan- 
tially identical to previous bills intro- 
duced by Mr. Dingell. In summary, the 
bill H.R. 54 is divided into seven parts, 
one part being the primary feature of 
the bill. It proposes a national health 
insurance plan on a compulsory basis. 
The plan would include dental serv- 
ices, namely preventative, diagnostic, 
and therapeutic care, periodic exam- 
inations and specialists services ren- 
dered by dentists who qualify as spe- 
cialists under standards to be estab- 
lished by regulations. As in the past, 
Dentistry wants no part of it, and shall 
continue to vigorously oppose any such 
plan. 

In the last Congress, socialized medi- 
cine was deferred, but it is not a dead 





issue by any means. In the President’s 
new requested program of legislation, 
SEVEN .of the nine bills deal with 
“health” and through the fabric of 
many of these bills, there is a common 
thread of Socialism which is a serious 
threat to our American way of life and 
our ideals of free enterprise. 

So we must all be constantly on the 
alert, and in the frame of mind to co- 
operate freely in whatever is best for 
Dentistry and the Public Health. So 
far, there has been no need for fur- 
nishing special information to the 
membership, but we shall continue our 
search and act accordingly. 

A few weeks ago this committee suf- 
fered a great loss in the death of one 
of its members, Howard Layman of 
this city, who gave unstintingly of his 
time and talents. We shall miss his 
enthusiasm and council.

JANUARY 1953

lished in the July, 1952 issue of our 
state Journal. 

Judging from the results of the elec- 
tion, in which nearly all candidates 
both Democratic and Republican, who 
by their voting records earned the en- 
dorsement of the individual members 
of the Healing Arts Professions, were 
returned to both Congressional and 
State legislative offices, the voters made 
good use of all available information. 
If this committee was in any way re- 
sponsible for these results, its efforts 
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have indeed not been in vain. Your 
chairman has met with the Illinois 
Healing Arts Committee both in Spring- 
field and Chicago and also with the 
Illinois Interprofessional Council, in 
order to keep abreast of what was and 
is taking place as a result of Federal 
Health Legislation and to integrate the 
work of this committee with all other 
committees having a similar purpose 
and goal, namely the Preservation of 
the American Way of Life and the 
maintenance of the Healing Arts Pro- 
fessions as free institutions in a free so- 
ciety, for the Public goal. 

It would mean a great deal to the 
success of this committee next year 











to have the support of all councilmen 
and component officers, especially in 
the appointment of willing workers in 
all areas of the State to whom any in- 
formation.could be sent for ready dis- 





tribution. In this way, all of our mem- 

bership could be covered in the shortest 

possible time and with the least effort.

INSURANCE COMMITTEE 


Our Society’s Group Sickness and 
Accident Plan and Group Hospitaliza- 
tion Plan are operating very satisfac- 
torily and participation by our mem- 
bers is increasing constantly. Many doc- 
tors have expressed their satisfaction 
with the benefits derived and have indi- 
cated repeatedly that these plans were 
filling an essential: need to our mem- 
bers. 

Within the past year important bene- 
fit changes were made under the Group 
Disability Plan. Effective May 1, 1951, 
Elective Indemnity and Waiver of 
Premium benefits were added to the 
coverage at no additional cost. 

Effective May 1, 1952, three new 
changes were made available to our 
membership under the age of 60 and 
in good health at a proportionate addi- 
tional cost: 

Ist—The maximum Weekly Indem- 
nity available was increased to $100 per 
week; 

2nd—The maximum. Hospital In- 
demnity available was increased to $15 


a day; 


3rd—An optional five year Sickness 
Benefit was made available which ex- 
tends the length of payment for dis- 
ability due to illness from one year to 
five years, of which the first and sec- 
ond years of disability do not require 
confinement and the third, fourth and 
fifth years are for confining sickness. 

These changes are entirely optional 
to the individual member and no way 
effect the original plan. 

Effective June 1, 1952, to July 1, 
1952, special enrollment to all mem- 
bers under 70, who are actively engaged 
in practice. 

Parker, Aleshire & Company, admin- 
istrators of both plans, are making 
every effort to inform all members of 
the Society regarding the advantages 
of these insurance programs. Represen- 
tatives of that agency are in attendance 
at our annual meeting in order to 
answer any questions concerning our 
Society’s Approved Group Insurance 
Plans.

INTERPROFESSIONAL RELATIONS COMMITTEE 


The activity of the Interprofessional 
Relations Committee has been encom- 
passed by participation in the Inter- 
professional Council. Through no fault 
of the Dental participants, the Council 
has accomplished less than its oppor- 
tunities afforded. On the positive side, 
incorporation was consummated early 
this year and ratified in principle 





unanimously by the participating pro- 
fessions; Medicine, Pharmacy, Den- 
tistry, Veterinary Medicine and Op- 
tometry. This is the most coherent and 
progressive movement by all the heal- 
ing professions on a state and legal 
level on record. It provides a unified 
voice for public good far beyond any 
influence that could be exerted by the 
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separate professions. Under able and 
interested leadership many needed re- 
forms in the state administration of 
health will be accomplished. In this 
respect, a second positive accomplish- 
ment is the pending conference with 
the Governor-Elect, Wm. G. Stratton 
regarding the Department of Registra- 
tion and Education. 

On the negative side, the Council has 
not established itself with the rank and 
file of the professions’ membership so 
as to provide the ‘ground swell’ of 
members’ pride and voluntary support 
—that is moral. The Council should be 
even above the potency of the Illinois 
Federation of Labor, in as much as we 
seek not personal gains or privileges 
for the relatively few individuals in the 
professions, but for the health of the 
entire State population. Every interest 
of public health by any of the member 
professions is the interest of the Inter- 
professional Council and all member 
Executive Councils are morally obli- 
gated toward affirmative support. If 
any of the member professions fail 
in this support, just so much is sub- 
tracted from the potency of the Coun- 
cil. 





It is my recommendation that the 
Dental members pace their participa- 
tion in the Interprofessional Council 
according to the actual effort expended 
by the other groups. 

Since last August my health has pre- 
vented my personal participation but 
I have been more than ably repre- 
sented by Dr. Droba. Dr. Droba is cur- 
rently Vice-President of the Council 
and should succeed to the Presidency 
in the coming year. I wish to assure 
the Officers and Councilmen of the 
Illinois State Dental Society that Den- 
tistry will be very excellently repre- 
sented by Dr. Droba and his commit- 
tee and warrants their complete con- 
fidence. Dr. Zinser has been of in- 
estimable value to this committee dur- 
ing the last two years. Subject to Dr. 
Droba’s desire, I feel that his con- 
tinued support on this committee will 
be valuable. 

I appreciate the privilege extended 
by Dr. Mahoney to continue as chair- 
man but circumstances beyond my 
control prevent’ me from accepting the 
responsibility.

Out of these conferences has come 
a better understanding of the vast 
importance of not only the protection 











of the public, but also the protection of 
the ethical dental profession and the 
ethical dental laboratory owners and 
technicians against illegal practices of 
advertising laboratories in Chicago and 
down-state. 

Since restoration of recognition of 
the Illinois Dental Laboratory Asso- 
ciation, the latter organization has 
worked with renewed vigor to assist 
in every way possible to stamp out 
illegal and unethical practices in Illi- 
nois and much credit is due their 
President, Linn B. Cruse of Decatur. 


A meeting has been called for Wed- 
nesday, May 21 by Doctor Green which 
no doubt will clarify conditions to date 
and the results of above meeting will 
be reported to you at an early date. 

In conclusion, our Committee wishes 
to thank Doctors Zinser and Clopper 
and Council Members for their valu- 
able assistance in our efforts to attain 
better dentist-dental laboratory rela- 
tions.

To the President and Members of the 
Executive Council: 

Since our report at the Annual State 
meeting, a number of significant events 
have transpired which are of particular 
interest to the Dental profession and 
the ethical dental laboratories and 
technicians in Illinois. 

Two weeks following the State meet- 
ing, the Chairman of your Committee 
was invited to and attended the Annual 
meeting of the Illinois Dental Lab- 
oratory Association in Springfield. 
This meeting was well attended and re- 
flected a growing desire on the part of 
the Laboratory owners and technicians 
to cooperate with the Illinois State 
Dental Society. 

On June 14 the Downstate compo- 
nent of the Illinois Dental Laboratory 
met in Decatur. The chairman of your 
committee appeared on the program, 
his subject being, “What the Influence 
of a Strong National Association of 
Dental Laboratories Means to the In- 
dividual Dentist.” Also appearing on 
the program was Mr. Paul Slone, 
Executive Director of the National As- 
sociation of Dental Laboratories. 

Following these meetings the officers 
and committeemen of the Illinois Den- 
tal Laboratory Association went to 
work with vigor which culminated in 
the fourth annual Mid-West Congress 
for Dental Technicians held in Chi- 





cago, October 31, November 1 and 2. 

Approximately 3500 technicians at- 
tended the Congress representing a 
40% increase over the preceding year. 
This Congress, which is an educa- 
tional program, did much to enable the 
dental technicians to keep pace with 
the ever increasing advance in dental 
science and thereby, aid the ethical 
dentists in their service to our people. 

Perhaps the most important activ- 
ity this year, or in any recent year, is 
the new and comprehensive campaign 
launched to combat the advertising 
laboratories in Chicago. This program 
is under the chairmanship of Dr. Wil- 
liam R. Gubbins, Chairman of the 
Legislative and Law Enforcement Com- 
mittee of the Chicago Dental Society 
and a member of the Prosthetic Dental 
Service Committee of the Illinois State 
Dental Society. 

Beginning on June 24, this commit- 
tee met many times during the sum- 
mer and fall. On October 29, 1952, The 
Fortnightly Review of the Chicago 
Dental Society published a Special Lab- 
oratory Issue of eighteen pages which 
depicted the complete story of the Leg- 
islative and Law Enforcement Com- 
mittee’s work. It is impossible, in this 
report, to give a complete resume of 
the above committee’s activities, but 
to summarize: Dr. Melford Zinser ap- 
pointed Dr. Walter E. Dundon and Dr.

Vincent B. Milas as representatives of 
the Illinois State Dental Society to the 
L. & L. committee. This will provide a 
direct and official channel of informa- 
tion from the Chicago Dental Society 
to the State Society and will help to 
unify the activities of both organiza- 
tions. 


REPORT 


In a report by Edgar T. Stephens, 
Program Director of thc Legislative 
and Law Enforcement Committee on 
October 21, 1952, he stated, “A general 
look ahead would seem to indicate that 
organized dentistry must take under 
advisement the following: 


1. Certain revisions of the Illinois Dental 
Practice Act. 


2. Certain revisions of the License Code of 
Chicago.

. A legal determination of what constitutes 
a dental laboratory and consideration of 
the advisability of discontinuing the 
term “laboratory” in favor of one more 
descriptive of the work carried on. 


4. The development of some type of asso- 
ciation or recognition mutually satisfac- 
tory to ethical dental laboratories and 
the Dental Society. 


. The creation of an undercover group of 
dentists and others who can secure evi- 
dence against illegal laboratories and un- 
licensed and illegal dentists.

6. A follow-up of our contacts with elected 

officials in an effort to have the Depart- 
ment of Registration and Education 
staffed ‘with a sufficient number of per- 
sons to carry out an expanded and in- 
tensified campaign of evidence securing 
and inspecting. 
A follow-up with the incoming States 
Attorney in Cook County in an effort to 
impress upon him the need for success- 
ful prosecution of violators of the Illinois 
Dental Practice Act.

. Maintaining a good working relationship 
with the Chicago Health Department. 


Mr. Stephens further reported on No- 
vember 25, 1952 to Secretary Clopper, 
the following, “At such time as further 
reports are made and as minutes of 
meetings are approved, we will send 
them to you. For your general informa- 
tion, our attorneys are proceeding with 
the suit against 32 laboratories in Chi- 
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. cago, and hearings are being held before 


the Master in Chancery where testimo- 
ny of witnesses is heard. We also are en- 
deavoring to stimulate more activity 
on the part of the Department of Reg- 
istration and Education, and numerous 
conferences have been held and will 
continue to be held with various per- 
sons in the Department. 


We are in process of building a cross 
file on all advertising laboratories and 
on other laboratories dealing directly 
with the public. We appreciate that 
any successful activity along these lines 
will require a tremendous amount of 
hard work and long periods of time. 
Our greatest need at the present time, 
is to have members of organized den- 
tistry give us the names and addresses 
of persons who have received services 
from laboratories in violation of the 
Illinois Dental Practice Act. Such in- 
formation will help to expedite the 
successful conclusion of our present 
suit and will help to pave the way for 
action against other illegal labora- 
tories.” 


As this report is written, please be 
advised that the next scheduled meet- 
ing of the L. &. L. Committee is Decem- 
ber 23, 1952. It is possible we may have 
a supplementary report on above. Also 
the Chairman of your committee will 
meet with Mr. Glenn Epple, President 
of the Illinois Dental Laboratory Asso- 
ciation on January 6, 1953. A report 
of this meeting will, no doubt, be in- 
cluded in above supplementary report. 
(No supplementary report presented.) 

This report would not be complete 
without congratulating Dr. Gubbins 
and the Chicago Dental Society for 
their vigorous and comprehensive pro- 
gram for Law Enforcement in the Chi- 
cago area. 

Words of appreciation are also due 
President Zinser, Secretary Clopper and 
the Executive Council for their coop- 
eration during the past year.

PUBLIC POLICY COMMITTEE 


MAY 1952 


Complying with Recommendation 
#1] of the Executive Council, made in 
session at its last annual meeting, Jan- 
uary 1952, accompanied by Dr.. Chrietz- 
berg, I have conferred with attorneys 
for the State Department of Insurance 
concerning enabling legislation to per- 
mit the operation of prepayment den- 
tal plans. 

Under the statutes, such plans are 
now prohibited except when provided 
with a reserve fund of at least $100,- 
000.00. I thought this to be true and 
it is now confirmed. This act was passed 
in the last session and was H.B. #153. 
It will readily be seen why the Insur- 
ance Department sought such legisla- 
tion, viz: since these things have usu- 
ally been handled by insurance com- 
panies, they wanted only those which 
were financially secure to handle them. 

Such a dental plan could be oper- 
ated by removing dentistry from 
“health services,” but that seems to me 
to be inadvisable, to put it mildly. 

The Special Committee on Dental 
Economics, Dr. Walter W. Winter, 


Chairman, has been instructed to work 
out and suggest prepayment plans. 

My suggestion is that this committee 
formulate its ideas, then meet with the 
Public Policy Committee and that we 
be provided with legal talent. I can 
secure competent legal talent here who 
are familiar with the act, but shall be 
guided by the official decision of the 
Society. 

Such a prepayment plan is in opera- 
tion by the Theatre and Amusement 
Building Janitors Union in Chicago, 
and the union and some individuals 
put up, I understand, about $5000.00 
each to raise the hundred thousand 
dollars. Of course the money is there 
or should be and should be available 
to return to the donors, so called, 
should the operation fail, but I can’t 
see where dentistry is going to get that 
kind of money. I have much other 
information concerning the operation, 
but the above will be sufficient for the 
present.

SPECIAL COMMITTEE REPORTS 


ADVISORY. COMMITTEE ON V.A. AFFAIRS 
MAY 1952 


At the January meeting of this Coun- 
cil, I made a progress report for the 
Advisory Committee on V.A. Affairs 
and received your approval to submit 
to the Veterans Administration a new 
fee schedule for dental service, request- 
ing an approximate 3314 per cent in- 
crease. ‘This schedule was rejected by 
the V.A. 

The committee was informed that 
the V.A. would only consider a 10 to 
15 per cent overall increase and as 
our requested increase was decidedly 
over that percentage, it would be neces- 
sary for us to revise our request. 

After careful consideration, the Com- 
mittee attempted to re-evaluate the 
present request and to revise certain 
operations downward that appeared 


rarely, such as fractures and certain 
type x-ray and some denture repairs 
and keep other everyday operations at 
present request. In all cases, we referred 
to the Illinois State Survey to establish 
the newer fees, being sure none were 
above State average. 

You gentlemen all have before you 
a copy of the old and the revised fee 
schedule study for your approval for 
submission to the V.A. 

This Committee composed of Drs. 
Zinser, Mahoney, Kesel, Clopper and 
myself, feel with the present economy- 
minded Congress that this revised 
schedule is probably the best that can 
be hoped for at this time.

MAY 1952 


The Special Committee on Dental 
Economics wishes to report its progress 
to May 1, 1952. 

The various communities that we are 
contacting view our proposal for a Pre- 
Payment Plan for Children with a 
great deal of misgiving and apprehen- 
sion. Whenever this proposal for this 
study is presented, the great green so- 
cialized monster seems to be the most 
difficult obstacle standing in the way 
of a complete acceptance. We think 
progress is being made, however, and 
perhaps after a personal tour by Drs. 
Chrietzburg and Winter, which is 
planned for the next week or two, 
some new avenues may open and some 
unsuspecting community may welcome 


us with open arms. 

Dr. John Green was charged by the 
Council to check into the possibility of 
securing enabling legislation so that 
this committee could operate these 
pilot studies without interference from 
the insurance companies. It was found 
that this would necessitate first raising 
a fund of $100,000.00.

The Special Committee on Dental 
Economics met with the Galesburg 
component on December 11, 1952, to 





present a Pre-Payment program for 
Children’s Dentistry.

States Public Health Service. The 
Galesburg members were receptive to 
the proposal, and a committee of local 
members was appointed to study the 
plan in a more detailed manner.

SPECIAL COMMITTEE TO RECONSIDER CARTWRIGHT RECOMMENDATIONS 


The committee to study the recom- 
mendations for the good of the Illinois 
Dental Society finds that many of the 
aforementioned recommendations have 
been carried out but we feel that there 
are certain of them that should be 
brought before the Executive Council 
for a second time. 

In the 1950 Transactions Issue of the 
ILLinois DENTAL JOURNAL, page 76, 
column 2, under Sub-Committees of 
the Executive Council the Committee 
on Rules and Order which reads as 
follows: 


A. Committee on Rules. and Order: 

It shall consist of the President as 
Chairman, the Secretary and two mem- 
bers of the Executive Council appoint- 
ed by the President. The President- 
elect shall have the privilege of organ- 
izing the Committee on Rules and Or- 
der which shall serve during his admin- 
istration in advance of his induction 
into office in order to facilitate a sat- 
isfactory performance of its duties at 
the first meeting of the incoming Ex- 
ecutive Council. 

We feel that this should be adopted. 


B. Ad Interim Committee: 
The Ad Interim Committee shall 
consist of the President, the Secretary, 
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the Treasurer and two members of the 
Executive Council, elected for this duty 
by the Executive Council. It shall be 
the duty of this Committee, when in 
the opinion of the President and Sec- 
retary a meeting of the entire Execu- 
tive Council seems impractical, to gov- 
ern and transact the business of this 
Society during the intervals between 
its regular meetings. It shall meet at 
the call of the President or any of its 
members. All minutes and actions of 
the Ad Interim Committee must be 
presented to the Executive Council. 
We recommend this procedure. 


Page 77, column 1, paragraph C, 
Committee on Committees: 

It shall consist of the President-elect 
who shall serve as Chairman; and two 
other members of the Executive Coun- 
cil and shall be appointed by the Pres- 
ident, thirty days preceding the meeting 
of the Executive Council, called to elect 
standing committees and/or Delegates 
and Alternates, 

We recommend this as worded ex- 
cept that the President-elect shall have 
the right to appoint his own members. 


Page 92, column 2, paragraph 1, An- 
nual Meeting: 
You will recall that I said for all 











practical purposes the method of opera- 
tion of the Society prior to 1946 is the 
most logical. I am thoroughly con- 
vinced that the fiscal year of the Society 
should end at the close of the Annual 
Meeting. All officers and councilmen 
elected at the Annual Meeting should 
be installed at the Annual Meeting at 
which they are elected. 

We thoroughly concur with the 
thought that the fiscal year should end 
at the close of the Annual Meeting. 


Page 93, column I, paragraph 1, 
Constitution and By-laws: 

It is my firm conviction that the 
present Constitution and By-laws 


should be re-written in its entirety. 
The Society has not been abiding by 
the present Constitution and By-laws 
since the changes in operation were 
made at the Annual Meeting in 1946 
and at the meeting of the Executive 
Council in January 1949. 

We recommend that they be re-writ- 
ten so that we can operate under a new 
instrument as soon as possible. 

We recommend that each of these 
recommendations be voted on at this 
time.

SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON MILITARY AFFAIRS 
MAY, 1952 
Report of the Special Committee on Military Affairs of the Illinois State Dental 
Society in conjunction with the Illinois Dental Advisory Committee to 
Selective Service. 


This committee has been most active 
during the past year in determining: 


1. The essentiality or availability of 
Special Registrants who registered un- 
der Public Law 779 and are called up 
for active duty through selective service 
(Dentists in Priorities I, II and III). 

2. The essentiality or availability of 
Air Force Dental Reserve Officers. 

3. The mobilization availability cate- 
gory of Dental Reserve Officers of the 
U. S. Army who may be called up for 
active duty in case of total mobiliza- 
tion (Priority IV). 

4. The essentiality or availability 


and priority of the Naval Reserve Den- 


tal Officers. 


Approximately 600 dentists are in 
the Naval Reserve, of which about 50 
are in Priority I or II. Under prevailing 
circumstances it is quite possible the 
latter will be called up for active duty 
by January 1, 1953, the Reserve Officer 
having the least,amount of service be- 
ing called first. 





SUMMARY 

This committee was organized in 
August 1950 and has functioned in a 
dual role with the Illinois Dental Ad- 
visory Committee to Selective Service 
since early 1951. 

The essentiality or availability of 
Special Registrants and the priority 
and essentiality or availability of Den- 
tal Reserve Officers has been established 
on approximately 1,000 dentists since 
the inception of the committee. 

May I take this opportunity to ex- 
press my deep appreciation for the 
help and cooperation of the officers of 
this society, especially the secretary. 
I am most grateful to all the commit- 
teemen, especially the chairmen of 
the twenty-eight groups. 

Many.of these men have given freely 
of their time and money in order that 
they might render a true evaluation 
as to whether a dentist is essential to 
the community or available for military 
service.

Several registrants in Priority I or Il 
holding teaching positions in the den- 
tal schools have been declared essential 
until the end of the school year June, 
1953 at which time they are to be re- 
viewed and some may be declared 
available for military service. 


Priority III Registrants 

Since the last report to the Council 
dated May 1, 1952 to the present time, 
the major activity of the State Dental 
Advisory Committee has been the deter- 
mination of the essentiality or avail-

ability of Priority III dentists. About 
350 in this Priority have been pro- 
cessed. 

Just recently two lists of dentists in 
Priority III have been received from 
the Office of Defense Mobilization. 
These men have been, or shortly will 
be called to active duty. None of these 
men are over 35 years of age. On good 
authority the call up to active duty of 
Priority III dentists is expected to be 
rather high during the next few 
months.

SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON CIVIL DEFENSE 


Fifteen components of the Illinois 
State Dental Society have appointed 
committees for Civil Defense Services. 
Much correspondence and coordina- 
tion was required to accomplish these 
component committee’s appointments 
and Dr. Paul W. Clopper and his staff 
deserve a great deal of credit for doing 
such an excellent job. 

The Civil Defense Committee of the 
Illinois State Dental Society published 
an article “The Roll of Dentistry in 
Civil Defense” in the December issue 
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of the Journal. The Committee will 


' publish other articles relative to civil 


defense in the Journal periodically 
during the year 1953. 

Your Chairman attended an all day 
meeting of the Illinois Civil Defense 
Health Services Training Committee 
on November 14 at the Museum of 
Science and Industry in Chicago, IIli- 
nois. 

The meeting was called to order at 
10:15 a. m., by the temporary Chair- 
man, Dr. Earl H. Blair. All branches 














of the Health Services were represented 
as well as consultants representing the 
American Red Cross, Army Filtration 
Engineers, Regional Office of F.C.D.A. 
and the Hospital Association. The 
Committee was welcomed by Major 
Lenox Lohr, Illinois Director of Civil 
Defense. He mentioned that (1) the 
Illinois Superintendent of Public In- 
struction has appointed a coordinator 
of information for the schools of IIli- 
nois; (2) that the position of coordi- 
nator has been established by South- 
ern Illinois University for the southern 
Illinois area; (3) that matching funds 
for civil defense purposes must be 
cleared through local Civil Defense Di- 
rectors; (4) and that $300,000 will be 
required of the General Assembly for 
matching funds for health services 
purposes. 

Dr. Blair next introduced Dr. Charles 
L. Maxwell, Executive Secretary of 
Civil Defense Agency for the State of 
Illinois who reported on the status of 
Civil Defense Health Services in IIli- 
nois. 

Dr. Blair briefly stated that the ob- 
jectives and scope of the Committee 
might be considered to embrace the 
following: 

1. To bring about civil defense 
health services training pro- 
grams in and through each or- 
ganization represented or allied 
in the field of health. 

2. To determine members to be 





trained: — executive and tech- 
nical. 

3. To determine who is to be 
trained and the source of train- 
ees. 

4. To determine extent of funds 
needed to do a training job. 

5. To evolve a plan for the coordi- 
nation of training services. 

The following subjects were con- 
sidered and discussed during the meet- 
ing: (1) Training Facilities (2) Train- 
ing Patterns (3) Finances (4) Panic 
Problems. 

Your Chairman reported on the com- 
pleted organization of the Illinois State 
Dental Society for Civil Defense pur- 
poses. 

The last item of business was organ- 
ization of the committee on a perma- 
nent basis. Your Chairman was nomi- 
nated as the permanent Chairman of 
the Committee but declined with re- 
grets and appreciation of the great 
honor in being considered for the of- 
fice.

As we have 24 members to receive 
the awards, the committee felt it should 
be left to the council to decide if the 
names should be written in by the of- 
ficers of the society or pay the addi- 
tional cost to have them imprinted.

At the May 1952, meeting of the 
Executive council, a special committee 
to reconsider Re-registration was ap- 
pointed by President Zinser. 

This special committee has secured 
a great deal of factual material dealing 
with the problem of Re-registration of 
Dentists. We have found that Re-regis- 
tration is working out very well in 
those States which now have this pro- 
vision, as most funds so derived are 
used for law enforcement purposes. 

In Illinois however, we are con- 
fronted with a situation in which all 
revenues go into the general fund, and 
there can be no specific earmarking for 
any definite purpose. We find little 
evidence to indicate that Re-registra- 
tion of Dentists in Illinois would im- 
prove our law enforcement problem.

SPECIAL COMMITTEE TO STUDY MEETING PLACES 


To: Executive Council 
Illinois State Dental Society 


Since the action of the Executive 
Council in January, 1952, to continue 
the work of this Survey, the committee 
has re-surveyed the cities of Decatur, 
Quincy and East St. Louis either by 
correspondence with committee mem- 
bers in those cities or personal inter- 
views with members and, although they 
would be most happy to serve as host 
components, they feel that their hotel 
facilities are inadequate to provide 
the space required for a meeting of this 
size. 

This left but two cities remaining, 
other than Springfield or Peoria, that 
might have sufficient accommodations 
for our annual convention: Rockford 
and Moline-Rock Island. 

Surveying first the possibilities of 
Rockford, this committee called on Dr. 
C. E. Werner who reports back that 
the Hotel Faust and the other hotels 
of Rockford would have sufficient space 
to house the meeting, using the Hotel 
Faust as the convention headquarters 
which has ample space for Ball room, 
Banquet hall, Exhibits, and the re- 
maining first class hotels would supply 
sufficient housing for the attending 
membership. He does recommend, how- 
ever, that if Rockford is selected for 
1954 that the hotels could give us 
more and better accommodations on a 
Thursday, Friday and Saturday, rather 
than in the early part of the week. 
In either case they will be able to ac- 
commodate the convention. 

Rockford’s facilities for sports events, 





ladies events, etc. are more than ample. 
We are assured, according to Dr. Wer- 
ner, that the Rockford Chamber of 
Commerce will work with us on any 
and all arrangements and that the Win- 
nebago Component society will be will- 
ing to serve as hosts. 

The Survey from the Moline-Rock 
Island area presents a slightly different 
picture in some respects. The men 
in the Rock Island Component are 
anxious to have the meeting there and 
all outside facilities, such as ladies 
events, sports events, etc., can be amply 
provided for, but our hotel facilities 
would have to be somewhat divided. 
A committee was appointed within the 
local component and they report that 
the LeClaire Hotel, Moline, could sup- 
ply one large ball and dining room 
which will seat 350 to 400 for assembly 
room and one smaller ball room, 38 
by 80 feet for exhibits, both of these 
rooms on the top floor of the hotel 
with a small foyer between, also suf- 
ficient» rooms for limited attendance 
clinics, and two parlors for Executive 
Council meetings and group luncheons, 
as well as a reservation of 120 sleeping 
rooms for the official family, exhibitors 
et al. The remaining attendants at the 
convention would, however, Have to 
be housed in hotels in Rock Island 
and some in Davenport which is a 10 
to 15 minute drive from Moline. 

This committee has functioned 
strictly as a survey group and, as such, 
makes no recommendations but, from 
comment received from time to time 
from members, it might be advisable 
to alternate a meeting occasionally with 
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a city other than Peoria or Springfield.

SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON 3 OR 4 DAY STATE MEETING 


A long-distance telephone poll of 
members of the committee to make a 
survey of the matter of holding three 
or four day state meetings was made 
by the committee chairman and the 
opinion of all committee members 
was that the present plan of holding 
a four day meeting be continued.

ward to the benefits received 
from the table clinics as evi- 
denced by the fine clinics and 
attendance at the program last 
year. 

2. If this curtailment were to make 
any appreciable difference in the 
expense to the state society it 
might be worth while but, in as 
much as it would make a negli- 
gible reduction in cost, it would 
not be considered as a valid rea- 
son. 

3. The.program as arranged in past 
years has been prepared to meet 
the desires of all the membership 
and to delete any particular event 
or program would be certain to 

_ deny quite a sizeable group of 
members something they have al- 
ways enjoyed at state meetings.

BRITISH CRADLE TO GRAVE 
FUNDS ABOUT TO DRY UP 


Pensioners Increasing at Rapid Rate 

Britain’s cradle-to-grave social  se- 
curity program is about to go into the 
red, despite the continued postwar 
boom, a study showed today. 

Collections from 23 million adult 
Britons plus planned .government con- 
tributions from tax funds have ex- 
ceeded benefit payments thus far. A re- 
serve of about 3 billion dollars has 
accumulated. 

















Payments to Multiply 

However, hundreds of thousands of 
men and women are becoming eligible 
for retirement pensions and the pay- 
ments are about to multiply rapidly. 
The national insurance ministry, which 
runs the social security program, 
warns that the surpluses of the past 
will turn into a deficit next year. In an- 
other 25 years, even if unemployment 
is avoided, the ministry says more 
than half of the anticipated payments 
will have to come from current tax 
funds. 

The welfare program is being con- 
stantly juggled. Immediately after tak- 
ing office, the Winston Churchill gov- 
ernment made good its pre-election 
campaign promises and increased pen- 
sions and other handouts. In October, 
in an effort to get more money to meet 
part of the raises, the government is 
boosting its charges to both employes 
and employers. 

Asked for Another Dime 

For a weekly payment of 70 cents, 
plus another 60 cents collected from his 
employer, the Briton has been prom- 
ised complete protection against pover- 
ty from before birth until after he is 
laid in his grave. He and his employer 
are now asked to chip in another 10¢ 
apiece. 


The planners expected one man in’ 


12 would be always out of work, but 
since the war only about one in 50 has 
been jobless. 

A British man is supposed to be able 
to retire at 65 and women five years 
earlier. Single persons get pensions of 
$4.55 a week and married couples $7.70. 

One in Four Pensioned 

Retirement is not compulsory, how- 
ever, and about two -thirds of the men 
and one-third of the women coming to 
retirement age are staying at their jobs, 
the cost of living being what it is. Even 
so, the number on the pension list now 
exceeds 414 million. That means that 
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there is one pensioned person for 
every four still at work, and within 25 
years the ratio is expected to be at least 
one to three. 

The government, faced with future 
pension payments twice exceeding re- 
tirement funds collected, has considered 
delaying the retirement age by two 
years. The public outcry, however, was 
too great and rather than commit 
political suicide the government now 
tries to keep men and women at work 
by promising that for about every six 
months they stay at their jobs their de- 
layed pensions will be increased by 20 
cents. About half of the men and wom- 
en who have stayed at work are quit- 
ting after two years. (By Arthur Vey-

FUTURE DOUBTFUL FOR 
PAINLESS PARKER DENTAL CHAIN 


Dr. Painless Parker, the owner of 
some 37 dental offices in west coast 
states and Canada, died Nov. 8 at San 
Francisco. He was 80 years of age. His 
death cast doubt on the continued 
existence of his chain of dental offices. 
In California, dental society officials 
pointed out that the state dental prac- 
tice act now prohibits practice under a 
firm name or under an assumed 
name.
